In 1876 the Senate passed a resolu- 


tion of inquiry as to the losses tho 
Government incurred in the collection 
and disbursement of revenues. 
A re- 


vised statement in answer to this reso- 
lutioa has just beeu issued, which ex- 
tends the period embraced in the in- 
quiry to June 30, 1883. The statement 
shows the amount of taxes and 
the 


ratio of such losses to $1,000, arranged 
as nearly as practicable in periods of 
administrations. 
It appears from this 


statement that the heaviest ratio of loss 
occurred under the administration of 
President Van Burea, when the amount 
involved waa $285,328,949 02, the en- 
tire loss w»s 83,343,793 (M, tbe ratio 
being §11 71; that is, of every thousand 
dollars handled by the Van Buren ad- 
ministration §11 71 was lost. James 
Monroe 
was 
the 
second 
heaviest 


loser. 
Every 
thousand 
that 
passed 


through 
official 
hands 
during 
the 


Monroe administration was reduced by 
losses by $8 58. 
Andrew Jnckson lost 


$7 52 of each thousand, John Tyler 
§6 40, James K. Polk $4 08, Tuylor 
and FiHmore $4 19, Pierce $3 56, Bu- 
chanan $3 81, since which time tbe 
losses have been less than one dollnr in 
tho thousand. 
Under Lincoln, with all 


the vast expeudUnrea of the war, tbe 
losses were only 76 cents on the $1,000.

The Election in Washoe. 


The returns from Tuesday's election 


in "Wushoe county are all in. 
The 


entire Republican ticket is elected with 
the exception of Recorder, Assessor and 
Coroner. John 15. Williams is electee 
Recorder by about 90 majority, Stod 
dard Assessor by about 50, and Harry 
Brown slips into the Coroner's office by 
about 20 majority. 
All in all the elec- 


tion was the most quiet and peaceful o 
any that has occurred in Wushoe for 
many years. 
So far ns known there 


was no disturbance anywhere nor any 
effort to secure illegal votes on the part 
of either party. 
The fact is, Washoe in 


a Republican county, and therefore the 
Republican county ticket -was success- 
ful. 
For the office of Assessor there 


•was in fact no contest, for the reason 
that the office was not named in the 
proclamation by the Commissioners 
the Board relying upon the constitu- 
tionality of the Fish law which makes 
the Treasurer ex-officio the Assessor. 
Mr. Stoddard will, of course, test the 
constitutionality of that law.

General John Newton has submitted 


his annual report of coast defenses. 
He earnestly urges that the harbors ol 
our principal seaports be made impreg- 
nable to attack by the addition of guns 
of heavy caliber and other appliances 
known to modern warfare. Past events, 
he snys, by no means justify the asser- 
tions made that our cotton and grain 
have become so necessary to nations 
that they could not engage in war with 
ua for even a short period without in- 
terrupting their supplies of these ar- 
ticles. It seems to be forgotten that 
a 
descent upon our coast to hold 


our unprotected 
cities 
tinder 
the 


guns of a hostile fleet would consume 
but a few months, and in the meantime 
cotton and grain in sviffieient quantities 
might be obtained elsewhere. 
The 


modern system is to make war sudden, 
sharp and decisive, and' to make the 
beaten party pay the expenses. 
A 


board of engineers for fortifications has 
prepared an approximate estimate of 
'the cost of fortifications, including ar- 
maments of modern heavy guns and 
rifled mortars for Portland, Boston, 
New YorU, Philadelphia, Baltimore, 
Hampton Roads, New Orleans and San 
Francisco, 
and 
another 
estimate, 


likewise 
approximate, 
for 
prelim- 


inary works of enrth and masonry 
without armor, machinery and guns, 
,to serve as an emplacement for guns. 
Tho total estimate is $53,488,000. The 
estimate for the emplacement for guns 
excluding armor, gnns and machinery, 
is $10,388,000. 
These estimates have 


been made with care, and it is believed 
that fortifications, including guns in all 
the harbors on the coant of sufficient 
importance to tempt an enemy, can be 
prepared at a cost not to exceed $60,- 
000,000. The following estimates for 
'85 and '86 are made: For the defense 
of Boston Harbor, $880,000; New York 
harbor, $1,120,000; Philadelphia, $133,- 
000; Baltimore, $132;000, 
Hampton 


Roads, $66,000; San Francisco, $900,- 
000; the modification of existing forts 
and batteries, $500,000; preservation of 
fertilisations, $175,000; puehase of sub- 
niautio mines, 
$300,000; casemates, 


etc., $200,000; torpedoes, $60,000.

HOME OF THE: HOSES. 


Smcramento to llnvo an Immense 


JTloral Establishment. 


The Sacramento Bee of Wednesday 


says of Joe Dillman's new enterprise : 


Workmen have commenced laying the 


foundation for another extensive build- 
ing at the Bell Conservatory, the prop- 
erty of Mrs. E. B. Crocker. There "is 
already there a large house with four 
extensive wings, and four propagating 
houses. The new structure is to be 
used as a rose house. It will be 85 feet 
one way and 54 the other. The founda- 
tion will be of brick. The walls will be 
about seven and a hivlf feet high, the 
upper half being of glass in sash, so as 
to be easily removed. At the top of the 
height mentioned will be a deck. From 
this will rise glass roofs, there being 
four divisions, or four seperate roofs 
and gables. 
Between each will b& an 


aisle three Jeet wide running the full 
length of the building. This can also 
he used for tho storage of the sections 
of the glass roofs, oil of which will be 
removed during the Summer. In most 
of such houses the uisle is in the inclos- 
ure and about the center, which is the 
best place for the plants.

plication of heat during the Winter. 
There will be no warming of any part of 
the rose hoase by heat other than that 
of the sun.

'ttin New Orlcitus Exposition. 


A New Orleans dispatch says: Di- 


rector General Burke has completed bis 
full report of the progress of the prepar- 
ations for the World's Exposition.
